Simeon  Riggs  Haye#, 

Another  of  Bloomfield’s  oldest  resi¬ 
dents,  died  ou  Sunday  morning  the  15th 
inst.  Air.  Hayes  was  born  In  Bloomfield 
Feb.  17th,  1806.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas 
Hayes,  the  parents  of  the  deceased,  were 
at  the  time  of  his  birth  living  with  the 
parents  of  Mrs.  Hayes,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lawrence  Ward.  Mr.  Ward  was, then  the 
owner  of  all  that  portion  of  Bloomfield 
now  known  as  Cthe  entre  and  dwelt  in  a 
brick  house  that  stood  on  the  property  on 
which  Mr.  Lloyd  s  bakery  is  now  sUuated. 
This  house  enjoyed  the  distinction  of 
being  the  first  brick  house  built  in^  the 
town.  Grandfather  Hayes  took  an  active 
part  in  construction  of  the  First  Presbyte¬ 
rian  Church.  He  placed  his  yoke  of  cattle 
and  a  drlvei  (who  was  none  other  than 
the  father  of  the  deceased),  at  the  dispo¬ 
sal  of  the  builders.  The  deceased's 
mother  was  one  of  the  first  admitted  to 
membership  In  the  Old  Church  and  wus  a 
constant  attendant  at  the  meetings  held 
in  the  residence  of  Mr.  Joseph  Davis,  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  building  of  the  church  edifice. 
The  late  Mr.  Hayes’  father  died  when  the 
former  was  but  six  years  of  age.  Mr. 
Hayes  served  an  apprenticeship  at  the 
building  trade  and  assisted  in  the  con¬ 
st!  uctian  of  some  of  the  oldest  residences 
to  be  found  in  the  village.  On  Jan.  14th, 
1829,  he  married  Miss  Lydia  King,  a 
daughter  of  John  J.  King,  an  architect 
residing  near  Silver  Lake.  Mr.  King  will 
be  remembered  among  the  old  residents 
as  the  man  who  solved  the  difficult  prob 
lem  with  which  the  builders  of  the 
Academy  had  to  contend,  which  was  the 
construction  of  the  winding  stairway 
whicj)  is  used  in  the  Institution  at  the 
present  time. 

Mr.  Hayes  engaged  In  the  building  trade 
in  New  York  City  for  a  Dumber  of  years. 
About  five  years  ago  he  was  seized  with  a 
severe  attack  of  pneumonia  and  for  a  time 
his  recovery  was  extremely  doubtful.  It 
was  at  thie  lime,  in  the  excitement  occa¬ 
sioned  by  a  fire  on  Bloomfield  avenue  that 
his  wife  met  with  a  sei  ious  accident  which 
soon  afterward  caused  her  death.  Mr. 
Hayee  never  enjoyed  perfect  health  from 


that  lime.  His  death  is  attribute*]  t  >  a 
cold  contracted  a  short  time  ago  His 
j  sons,  Mr.  Fxal  T.  Bayes  of  Middletown. 
New  York.  Mr  Ti.omas  E  Hayes  of 
Bloomfield,  and  his  daughter.  Mrs.  J. 
Corey  Johncon  with  whom  the  deceased 
resided,  were  with  him  when  he  died. 
The  funeral  services  were  held  at  hie  late 
residence  oil  T  ueedsy  afternoon  Mr.  J.G. 
Keyler  had  charge  of  the  arrangements 
Rev.  H.  W  Bsliautiue  of  the  First  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church,  conducted  the  eorvic.* 
The  pall-hceren*  were  M<w  r's.  Nelson  A. 
Have*,  of  Newark,  Harry  M.  and  Thou. 
E.  Hajes.  of  Middletown.N.  Y„  T  Hosrell, 
Wm.  L.  and  Edward  P.  Johnson,  grand¬ 
sons  of  the  deceased.

Township 
A  lively  contest  took  place  at  the  Town¬ 
ship  Committee  room*  on  Wednesday, 
belweei  Overseer  of  the  PoorC.  L.  V»mr- 
hees  and  Oliver  Corson,  a  gentleman  who 
acts  in  the  same  official  capacity  for  the 
town  of  Wynockie,  located  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  State.  Mr.  Corson  presented 
a  bill  for  attendance  upon  and  burial  of 
Edward  Weleher,  a  pauper  eared  for  by 
the  town  of  Wynockie  at  the  expense  of 
Bloomfield.  The  amount  of  the  hill  was 
$81.  Mr.  Voorhees  pronounced  the  charge 
extortionate  and  refused  to  certify  the 
bill.  The  members  of  the  Committee 
were  astonished  at  Ibe  firmness  displayed 
••y  our  benevolent  overseer.  It  being  the 
first  time  that  he  had  ever  been  known  to 
steel  his  largo  heart  against  anything  in¬ 
volving  a  question  of  charity.  Air.  Corson 
whose  mental  faculties  were  a  little  mud¬ 
dled,  possibly  by  the  change  of  air,  en- 
deavonxl  to  uppeal  to  the  members  of  the 
Committee.  He  began  to  go  into  details 
connected  with  tl.e  case,  when  the  chair¬ 
man  shut  him  off  by  telling  him  that  he 
would  have  to  deal  personally  with  the 
overseer.  Acting  on  a  member's  sugges¬ 
tion  the  two  dispensers  of  public  charity 
retired  to  the  ante-room  to  try  and  settle 
ou  a  compromise.  From  the  continuous 
roar  of  verbal  artillery  that  emanated  from 
the  ante-rooin  it  was  evident  tliut  "Greek 
had  met  Greek."  Collector  Marr,  who 
was  waiting  to  draw  the  check,  grew  im¬ 
patient.  He  visited  the  scene  of  the  fray 
and  informed  the  combatants  that  he  was 
going  home.  Mr  Voorhees  was  willing  to 
pay  $75.  Mr.  Corson  agreed  to  take  $71 
and  leave  a  charge  of  $10  for  burial  ser¬ 
vices  to  be  coll*  cted  the  best  way  it  could. 
This  brought  Town  Counsel  Richards  into 
the  battle.  He  thought  if  Mr.  Corson  was 
contemplating  a  lawsuit  for  $10,  it  might 
be  advisable  to  let  hKu  sue  for  the  whole 
amount  of  the  bill.  After  a  little  more 
light  sparring  the  affair  was  declared  a 
draw,  and  accordingly  the  two  overseers 
withdrew  from  the  room,  evidently  to  go 
home.  They  liad  not  been  gone  long  when 
they  returned,  the  countenance  of  War¬ 
rior  Voorhees  beaming  with  the  flush  of 
victory.
